The new middle school, a jun- 
ior high school for 6, 7 and 8 
grades, would, according to the 
Committee report, ‘‘meet the spe- 
cial needs of these grades and 
act as a brideg between element- 
ary and ‘high school.’ 

The plan suggests enrollments 
at Vista and MacGregor be lim- 
ited to 180, 420 for Marin and 
Cornell, 540 for the junior high, 
and 720 for Albany High . 

The report also noted that it 
would be both economically and 
educationally unwise to consider 
rehabilitating the condemned por- 
tions of Marin and Cornell 
schools.
